HKPORT OF THE NEVADA STATE 


SBVADA STATE SEWS. 


The joint report of the Auditor and 


Treasurer of Donglas county, exhib- 
its a very healthy state of the finan- 
ces, better, probably, than any other 
county in the State. Douglas county 
scrip is equal to coin. 


The three furnaces of the Richmond 


Company are now shnt down and 
•will remain so during the month. A 
general overhauling will take place 
and another furnace, made of iron, 
will be erected. The refining works 
will be continued in operation, as 
there are some 900,000 pounds of bul- 
lion on the ground ready for the 
crystallization process. The second 
set of crystallizers is nearly ready for 
use and will soon be at work. 


The Eureka Consolidated is to have 


a new furnace constructed at its 
smelting works. Four furnaces, itis 
expected will be run this season by 
this company. 


The Carlin hotel caught fire at 3 


p. M. Sunday last, and was burned to 
the ground, togethpr with a small 
dwelling house in rear of the hotel. 
The cause of the fire is unknown, 
but it is said to have caught from 
the stoye pipe. All the property be- 
longing to the Central Pacific Rail- 
road Company was saved, including 
the office of Mr. Mattison, Superin- 
tendent of HnmboliU divission. Loss 
about 85,000. 


The estimated cost of refitting and 


furnishing the brick building on B 
street, Virginia City, for the use of 
the Washoe Club, is 814,000. 


Hamilton hasbeendisincorporated. 


The Board of County Commissioners 
step into the shoes of the Citj Trus- 
tees, and the County Treasurer takes 
the place of the former City Treas- 
urer, and the County Clerk takes the 
place of the City Clerk. 
This is the 


last of the once famous City of Ham- 
ilton. 


An Act was passed by the last 


Legislature of Nevada, providing for 
the taking of the census of the State. 
Each Connty Assessor is to perform 
the service in their respective conn- 
ties, for which service they are al- 
lowed by the State 82 per day—the 
State furnishes suitable blanks. 


Trees of all kinds are being rapidly 


set out in the Corbett Park, north of 
Carson city. 
Several wells will be 


dug, and powerful pumping machi- 
nery will shortly be put in place. 


The certificate of incorporation of 


the Virginia Savings Bank has been 
filed in the Connty Clerks office. The 
following named gentlemen areTrns- 
tees: C. E. DeLong, GeorgeH.

It is a very difficult 
and almost hopeless task to collate 
full particulars concerning the nu- 
merous districts and mines, and in 
the limited space devoted to thatpur- 
pose it is impossible to present a sat- 
isfactory exhibit which shall cover 
all or even a large part of the ground. 
Mining men are very sensitive about 
their respective interests, and are 
naturally anxious that their proper- 
ties shrmld be fairly represented. 
If 


an oversight is made, some one is 
certain to detect it and regard any 
omission as a slight. 
Nevada has 


been thoughtful and liberal in pro- 
viding for an object so important in 
its bearings upon the velfare of a 
mining Stite; but a complete miner 
ulocical report wonM require the ex- 
penditure of very large sums and call 
for the services of an increased force 
of assistants. We know Mr. White- 
liill to be a man of thorough scien- 
j c training, and regret that he has 
pome in collision with the newspapers. 
We have read the report, and though 
we could pick many fluws in it, as in 


II other «imilar publications, we 
can not but regard it in the main as a 
verv crediUble work, nil things con- 
sidered; find, while it is not extended 
enough to be an exhaustive one, it is 
a valuable compilntion. It should 
be remembered that reports of gover- 
nientnl bureaus, with which fault is 
invarinbly 
found, cost 
enormous
